It’s true that he had time to say very little, but that little 
is a great deal to countless millions whose protests have kept 
him alive nearly four years while he has been imprisoned by 


the Hitler government. 


“Grit your teeth, Comrade’. : 
Just courage, courage! And 
greet the other comrades for 
me.” This was about all he had 
time to say in a fleeting mo- 
ment in the Moabit prison hos- 
pital. 

The message came through a 
jletter from a former political 
prisoner in Moabit prison, who 
had the rare opportunity of 
speaking to the great leader of 
the German working class. 

Special Guard 

“Thaelmann jis kept in soli- 
tary confinement,” said the let- 
ter. . . “His repeated requests 
for permanent, even though par- 
tial, contact with other political 
prisoners | have been consistently 
and categorically turned down.

Some say, “We must develop 
the ability to make a Marxian 
analysis and interpretation of the 
significant events takink place 
around us.” Others express it as 
“We gotta study. All we know 
As how to act on the picket line.” 

The” meaning is the-“same— 
more éducation, more study, more 


‘|reading for ow Party member- 


ship. Such a cry has come forth 
from every pre-Convention con- 
ference, every membership meet- 
ing; it must not become a cry 
that wastes itself in the wild- 
erness. — 

Education in our Party is not 
a matter of reciting quotations. 
It is essentially a problem of 
equipping comrades to become 
leaders among: the peuple. We 
do not deal with academic learn- 
ing, but with dynamic principles 
and their application to the cam- 
paigns of the party amongst the 
people. 

Not a Luxury for Few 

Clearly, such education is not 
a uxury for the privieged few, 
who are not “too busy at other 
meetings.” It is the responsibil- 
ity of every Communist, especial- 
ly those who are active amongst 
the people and thus attend so 
many “other meetings.” It is an 
integral part of work infhe trade 
unions, professional groups or 
mass organizations. 


Party activities are only a 
effective as the people wipeber-

ry them out; 

value of a politically conscious 
membership—and herein lies the 
problem, when we consider that 
we have over 600 new members 
in our Party in San Francisco! 

Education becomes a means 
of strengthening each Party 
member so that he or she can 
be a driving force in vital cam- 
paigns—repeal of’ the Anti-pick- 
eting ordinance, building. the 
People’s Legislative Conference, 
defense of democracy in Spain, 
the fight to rid the labor move- 
ment of its Trotzkyite enémies. 

Two Burning Issues 

While it is manifestly impos- 
sible to give here a picture of 
all the problems in agitation and 
Party education in San Fran- 
cisco, we can nevertheless bring 
sharply to light the two most 
'burning issues which must be 
faced, These are first, the train- 
ing of our new. members; and 
second the education of our 
trade union comrades in the 
Waterfront and Industrial Sec- 
tions. 

Within the last year, during 
the period since the 1936 County 
Convention, definite advances 
have been made. At first an ex- 
periment, _now a marked suc- 
cess, New Members’ Units have 
been established on a_ scale 
hitherto unknown in San Fran- 
cisco; over 300 new comrades 
have passed through them in 
the last three months. Seven- 
‘teen comrades, the majority from 
the Waterfront, have attended a 
full-time training school. Special 
classes are now being held for 
some of our members on the 
Waterfront, and our Sunday 
Evening Forum will now provide 
a-means of clarifying our Party 
position on crucial current topics.

Some Problems of Party 
Education in SF County 


in the reading of theoretical lit- 
erature, and in -stabilizing and 
raising the level of our unit 
discussions. But these advanrices, 
while they have laid the basis 
for educational work, have also 
served to show how wide is the 
field and how inadequate our 
activities are as yet. 
Not a Compsete Course 

New members enter our Par- 
ty in various stages of political 
development. The New Members’ 
Unit is not intended to give them 
a complete course in Marxism- 
Leninism in the short period of 
six weeks.’ Rather, our purpose 
is.to give them a knowledge of 
the structure and activities of 
the Cammunist Party; to make 
them feel that they are a part 
of that Party, to find out what 
place they are best qualified to 
fill; and to give them an under- 
standing of the functioning of a 
unit. 

To some extent—through the 
functioning of the New Mem- 
bers’ group as a unit with the 
teacher as organizer—we have 
been successful. These problems 
yet remain: how can we deal 
with a group in which we find 
developed, well-read people side 
by side with people who have 
done little or no reading, who 
have joined us only because they 
have respect for the work of our 
comrades in the trade unions, 
in strike struggles or in mass 
organizations? 

How can the teacher become 
paler a acquainted with . the 

pabilities and problems of each 
person in a class of 20 or more? 

How can we be assured that 
the new members will raise those 
questions which are on_ thet 
minds, and find a satisfactory 
answer to them? 


Some Suggestions st 


Recent discussions with our 
teachers have brought forward 
the following suggestions: two 
members’ units must be started 
at the same time, one for the 
more advanced people, one for 
those with whom we must pro- 
ceed more slowly. Then, on the 
basis ‘of personal interviews with 
each person, assignments will be 
made. Further, no-group should 
exceed 15 comrades, thus giving 
the teacher the opportunity of 
knowing each person well, and 
giving special attention to draw- 
ing out the members who do 
not express themselves freely 
and thus have a tendency to 
hold back in silence during the 
unit meeting. 

Finally we will give small as- 
signments every week, in order 
to develop responsibility and 
bring new people actively into 
Party work. The functioning. of 
the New Members’ Units will 
become a vital concern of our 
County Buro, and an even great- 
er improvement can be. expected 
in them. 

With our trade union comrades, 
especially those on the Water- 
front where the working hours 
are irregular, the union meet- 
ings numerous, and the sea-going 
members are on the beach for 
only a few days ata time, the 
problem is a double one. Firstly, 
under ordinary circumstances 
(during the strike 100 water- 
frent workers attended new mem- 
bers units) it is difficult to get 
the new members into classed;

Self-Study for Seamen 

Some proposals can be made. 
The’ course for new members 
must be put in such a form that 
seamen shipping out can take it 
with them, and study by them- 
selves. A kind of “correspondence 
course” can be worked out for 
older comrades, thus making 
it possible for them to continue 
their own reading, and at the 
same time use the material for 
study ‘groups on the ships. 

Classes at convenient hours 


during the day or on week-ends 


such as has just been started for 
some Waterfront functionaries, 
can be extended to afford all 
trade union comrades an oppor- 
tunity to learn trade unionism, 
fundamentals of Communism, 
and political economy, as_ well 
as analyzing such current ques- 
tions as the struggle against fas- 
cism in Spain, and the political 
and economic trends in our own 
country. 

Our Waterfront Section must 
recognize the importance of de- 
veloping a systematic method of 
literature distribution for sup- 


‘plying comrades with material 


that -will be of value to them. 
Further steps can be taken to 
develop live unit discussions, that 
are closely coordinated with the 
rk in each unit, by extending 
r method of sending the most 


Mable’ comrades into the units to 


lead the educational and make 
particular efforts to train other 
comrades in that unit for this 
work. And our Sunday Forums 
will provide a means for the 
Party to express itself, valuable 
to Party and non-Party workers 
alike. 

The time has now come when 
the need for political education 
is felt and expressed throughout 
our entire Party. It is a central 
task, recognized by Comrade 
Browder as such when at the 
Ninth National Convention - he 
said that the greatest weakness 
in our work of building a mass 
Party is “the. insufficient num- 
ber of politically trained and 
skilled leading people, the short- 
age of adequately prepared of- 
ficers to lead the mass army 
which we are recruiting.”

How did the employers expect 


Vifelt -in the shipowners’ 
and almost caused a break ‘in 


Coast District were prepared to 
support the seamen’s demands 
with solidarity action. They 
were also confronted with a ris- 
ing tide of militant rank-and- 
file sentiment among the sea- 
men of the Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts, who were revolting 
against the sellout agreements 
that were forced upon them by 
the reactionary ISU officialdom. 

Shippers’ Arrogant Cynicism 

The shipowners countered the 
unions’ demands with a cynical 
and arrogant demand that: the 
workers return to the conditions 
existing prior to the 1934 strike, 
and the threat of a lockout on 
Sept. 30th. They proposed to 
abolish the union hiring hall 
and preference of employment 
for seamen and longshoremen 
alike, and they wanted the long- 
shoremen to give up the six- 
hour: day and return to the 
eight-hour day, they rejected 
completely the seamen’s de- 
mands for cash overtime pay 
and increased wages, and the 
eight-hour day for cooks and 
stewards. 

They announced that unless 
the workers would accept these 
conditions or arbitrate, they 
would start “hiring off the 
docks” after Sept. 30, which 
meant a Coast-wide lockout. It 
was a virtual declaration of 
war, for which the shipowners 
had prepared for two _ years, 
since the 1934 strike. 


to carry through their offensive 
against the unions? Their main 
strategy was to attempt to un- 
dermine the unity of the Mari- 
time Federation, splitting away 
the longshoremen from the sea- 
men, or vice versa. «This idea 
was behind every move of 
theirs. That is why, at one 
time, théy even offered the long- 
shoremen a_ renewal. of their 
agreement for one year, but the 
ILA refused to bite at the bait, 
as long as the seamen’s demands 
were rejected. 
Copeland Act As. Club 

The e mployers also looked for- 
ward to use the Ship Subsidy 
Act and the Copeland “Safety- 
at-Sea” Act, effective Dec. 26th, 
as a club over the heads of the 
seamen. By the first, to estab- 
lish wages and working condi- 
tions through the arbitrary 
powers of a Maritime Commis- 
sion controlled by the shipown- 
ers’ lobby; by the second, to in- 
stitute a blacklist system through 
a Continuous Discharge Book 
(the Copeland “Fink” Book) and 
a Certificate of Efficiency. The 

t of the shipowners was 
sepn already in September, when 
they unsuccessfully attempted to 
use the Maritime Commission to 
force arbitration on the unions. 

Thirdiy, ‘the shipowners hoped 
that a Landon victory in the 
presidential elections would 
strengthen their hand, and make 
it possible for them to proceed 
in their plans to smash the 
maritime unions once and for 
all. How much they miscalcu- 
lated in this respect, is well- 
known. The attempt to raise a 
“red scare,” the spreading of 
alarmist reports of “food short- 
ages” and their vain attempts to 
stir up public sentiment against 
the unions and the strike, was 
answered by the crushing re- 
buke given to reaction on No- 
vember 3rd.

bring the strikers’ case to the 
entire Pacific Coast ‘and the 


whole country was an example 


to the labor movement. 
Strike’s Influence 


It in fact directly or indirect- 
ly influenced the organization of 


a number of other effective 
strikes (shipyards, warehouse- 
men, textile,: etc.). From the 


first to the last of the 99- days, 
the strike was 100 per cent ef- 
fective on the Pacific Coast. An 
example of the support to the 
strikers ‘can be seen in the re- 
port that the San _ Francisco 
Joint Strike Committee collect- 
ed $60,000.00, and for the entire 
Pacific Coast the figure was 
probably. well over $100,000.00. 
It was this whdlehearted. sup- 
port of Organized Labor, as well 
as the strikers’ firm solidarity, 
that pievented the shipowners 
from attempting to carry out 
their threat to bring in strike- 
breakers, and precipiate another 
“Bloody Thursday,” as on July 
5, 1934. 

The spectre of the great San 
Francisco General Strike was 
what held ‘the shipowners back. 


Every attempt of the ‘employers - 


to stir up a vigilant€ atmosphere, 
ably assisted by Mayor Rossi 
and Governor Merriam, was de- 
feated. An attempt to arouse 
the farmers for a “mass march” 
to the waterfrant to unload car- 
go failed. At attempt to recruit 
Negroes for strikebreakers fail- 
ed. And an attempt to provoke 
violence on the part of shipown- 
ers’ thugs headed by a former 
Ryan lieutenant, Lee Holman, 
was effectively stopped by mill- 
tant longshoremen. And finally, 
a desperate attempt to arouse a 
“red scare,” by a violent attack 
on Bridges and Curran, by May- 
or Rossi and the shipowners 
over nation-wide radio hook-ups, 
and by daily press statements 
and full-page advertisements, 
was an inglorious failure.

The judgment entered against 
him partly reads. “It jis there- 
fore ordered, adjudged and de-

Jrick bé punished by being re- 


moved from his office, and by 
paying a fine in the sum of 
$100.” 

Kerrick was accused of beat- 
ing up prisoners, including Blas 
Gonzales and Jesus Morales, 
while he was intoxicated. Ker- 
rick also severely beat Joseph 
C. Doughton, war veteran, in 
the Oxnard City Jail. 

The ILD carried on a mass 
campaign against Kerrick’s bru- 
tality, which was particularly 
vicious against Mexican agricul- 
tural workers.

The bureauc- 
racy (the Soviet Power) can be. compelled 
to yield power into the hands of the 
proletarian vanguard (the Trotzkyists), 
only by force.” 

And‘from Mexico, on Jan. 25 of this 
year, Trotzky sent a signed statement to 
the Hearst newspapers, printed in the 
N.Y. American of Jan. ‘26, in which he 
said:

A survey of railroad wages. 
made public, Dec. 2, 1936, by Jo- 
seph B. Eastman, former R: R. 7 
coordinator and. still member of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, disclosed the startling 
fact that 10 per cent of railroad 
labor receives an average week- 
ly wage of .only $12.04. All of 
these workers received less than 
25e an hour; many less than [5c. 

Yet wage rates in the railroad 
industry are just. where they - 
were a decade’ ago. 

The five transportation broth- 
erhoods: Engineers, firemen, 
tranimen, conductors and. switch- 
men, representing. some 300,000 
workers, have just decided to. 
open negotiations with the rail- — 
roads for a 20 percent wage “in- 
crease. Ls 

Profits Skyrocket 

Eastman’s survey of low rail- 
road wages does not cover. these 
transportation brotherhoods who 
are the higher® paid of the 22 
branches of railroad service. The 
sixteen other crafts have still to 
‘oin with the five transportatien 
brotherhoods in this demand for 
a decent living wage. 

In its February.issue of Rail- 
road * Notes, Labor Research 
Assn., New York, points out that 
the net income of the railroads 
for the year 1936 will total, when™ 
computed, somewhere betwéen 
155 and 160‘million: dollars. This 
is an increase in profits of sev- 
eral hundred per. cent above 
1935, the ‘figure for that year 
being $7,450,000. 

Railroad Notes also shows 
that while profits have ‘been 
skyrocketing, rajlroad employ- 
ment for the: 10 months, Jan.- , 
Oct. 1936, increased only 6.7 per 
cent over 1935, and,average pay 
per worker increased less than 
employment, a total of only 53 
per cent.
